DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Matthew Risdale on 27 August 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 19, please delete lines 19-23 ("wherein the first path-forming electrode 
part is connected to the power supply part during formation of the analyte transmission 
paths, and during analyte extraction, wherein the first path-forming electrode part is 
disconnected from the power supply part, and wherein the first extraction electrode part 
is connected to the power supply part") and replace it with: 

wherein, during formation of the analyte transmission paths, the first path-forming 
electrode part is connected to the power supply part; and 

wherein, during analyte extraction, the first path-forming electrode part is 

disconnected from the power supply part and the first extraction electrode 
part is connected to the power supply part. 

In claim 22, please delete lines 22-26 ("wherein the second path-forming 
electrode part is connected to the power supply part during formation of the analyte 
transmission paths, and during analyte extraction, wherein the second path-forming 
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electrode part is disconnected from the power supply part, and wherein the second 
extraction electrode part is connected to the power supply part") and replace it with: 

wherein, during formation of the analyte transmission paths, the second path- 
forming electrode part is connected to the power supply part; and 

wherein, during analyte extraction, the second path-forming electrode part is 
disconnected from the power supply part and the second extraction 
electrode part is connected to the power supply part. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the structure of claims 
4, 9, 12-20, and 22, including, inter-alia, connecting an extraction device's path-forming 
electrode part to a power supply during path forming, and during analyte extraction 
disconnecting the path-forming electrode and connecting an extraction electrode to the 
power supply, in combination with all other limitations in the claims. 

Kim (US Patent 6736777), Burson (US Patent Application Publication 
2003/0199745), and Berner (US 6144869) disclose similar inventions, as discussed in 
prior Office Actions, but none suggest or disclose connecting a path-forming electrode 
to power only during formation of paths. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
